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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The final Office Action indicated allowable subject matter which was included in claims 29 & 30. Claims 15 & 
35, however, have been amended to include contents of the challenge as indicated in the allowable subject matter, but not the byte 
structure (see Office Action, 2/20/04). This broader limitation was not indicated as allowable. Further, claims 15 & 35 present the 
limitation that the type of challenge indicates "authentication status", rather than the allowed "whether a network authentication has been 
performed". Lastly, claims 13 & 15 indicate "authentication status" which, while "whether a network authentication has been performed" 
could indicate status, "authentication status" can be interpreted differently is explicitly disclosed in the specification, and hence raises the 
issue of new matter. 
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
